We, the County Council of the County of Nor- 
folk, assembled: Are of the opinion that any Lee- 
islation framed for the purpose of improving Public 
Highways should— 


Arrange for the expenditure of Public money, 
whether derived from the Federal or Provincial 
Treasurers, in order that the greatest good shall accrue 
to the greatest number. 


That the producer be assisted as far as possible to 
have better roads to reach his natural market. 


That Government Aid be given for the up-keep of 
permanent roads as well as for their construction. 


That the Automobile should bear a share of the 
cost of any expenditure on Improved Highways. 
Such tax should be on a graduated scale, the light 
power car paying a smaller tax than the heavy high- 
power car. Such moneys to be applied to Improve- 
ment of Highways. 








That should the Government consider it advisable 
to build Main or Government Highways, they should 
be constructed linking every County in Old Ontario. 


That the kind of Roads to be built in each County 


shall be decided upon by the Government. 


Thus Roads which are subject to heavy traffic may 
be required to be constructed superior to Roads 
which will be subject to lighter traffic. 


That the Government arrange to borrow the money 
which will be used in the construction of Permanent 
Highways by the various Municipalities, and re-loan 
the same to them at the same rate of interest as paid. 


That every assistance be given to improve the un- 


surfaced Roads of our Country, and that the Munici- 
_ palities be furnished with information which may tend 


to such improvements. 


That streets in Villages or Towns (having a popu- 
lation of 1500 or under) which form a link in, or in 
continuation of a system of Improved Roads, shall be 
made a part of such County Road System. 


That Government Aid to the County Road System 


be increased to at least 50 per cent. of the total cost 


of such Roads. 


That all spcifications for Highway Improvement 


‘should be prepared by a competent Engineer and ap- 


proved by the Provincial Highway Department, and 
that all work undertaken should be under the super- 
vision of approved Engineer appointed by the County 
Council.

That we believe in Assessment for benefit in con- 
nection with the improvement of Public Highways. 


That such Assessment shall be levied on the prop- 
erties along and adjacent to improved roads, under 
provisions similar to those contained in the Municipal 
Drainage Act, and for this purpose each local Muni- 
cipality be considered an Improvement area, the 
amount so assumed to be deducted from that payable 
by the Townships or Local Municipalities.

A By-Law to appoint an Engineer for the County 
of Norfolk. 


Whereas it is expedient and necessary that an 
Engineer be appointed for the County of Norfolk.
